" Reno yesterday morning by (lie 'an- 


nouncement that the murderers of 
Mr. Norton, of Santa Barbara, Cal., 
had been arrested at Wudaworth 
Sunday evening at 7 o'clock by 
Deputy 
Sheriff 
Allen, and Louis 


Dean, and were brought to Reno for 
safe keeping. 
The report proved 


true. The guilty couple arrived in 
"Wadsworth on Thursday, the 13th of 
May, from Fresno. Cal. The follow- 
ing Monday the man Cotton pro- 
cured work in the car shops of the 
Railroad Company, intending to earn 
sufficient money to enable them to 
proceed Eastward, but the San Fran- 
cisco papers came out with the par- 
ticulars of the revolting deed, and 
suspicion was aroused, and confirmed 
by the little girl of the murdered 
man, who said her name was- Nor- 
ton, and she was from Santa Barbara. 
The arrest was then effected. 
\Ve 


interviewed Cotton in the county 
jail yesterday. He treated the sub- 
ject matter very lightly, and said 
things would pan out all right. De- 
nied that he was the murderer, etc. 
We could gain nothing of interest 
from him. 
After leaving him we 


proceeded to the Lake House where 
Mrs. Norton aud her two children 
were confined, and gleaned from her 
such information as she knew. Her 
account differs somewhat from the 
statements that have been published 
about the affair, so we have concluded 
to publibh the telegram from Santa I J!|s ri^.nt 


Barbara when publicity wus first 
given: 


SASTA BARBARA, Jnne 2.—The 


peaceful community of Santa Bar- 
bara and Carpentaria was electrified 
with liorror last week by the report 
that the body of a man, evidently 
murdered, was found at the Bincon, 
buried beneath the ground about 
three feet. The report proved true, 
and in order to give the officers an 
opportunity to get on the track of the 
murderers, the matter has been kept 
silent. 
The facts are as 


bedclothes.- It seems 
never left the ranch, 
story circulated by Cotton' of the 
preparation for the start for Los An- 
geles was invented in order that he 
and Norton's wife might carry theu 
atrocious plot out. - The man was 
murdered, while reclining on'ttie bed 
witljjiis boots off, being weari&l by 
his day's work. 
The deed was com- 


mitted with a hatchet.' which was 
found in the house. 
After the man 


was murdered and buried so deep 
that all traces of him would be erased, 
Cotton started for Los Angeles, and 
there .carried out the plans agreed 
upon between the two. . After their 
return to the scene of their horrible 
crime the womnn told her friunds 
how her husband died, and was bur- 
ied near Los Angeles. 
Mr. Baillard 


on discovering the body started im- 
mediately for this city, and g.ive par- 
ticulars of the deed. 
H. Or. Crane 


started next morning for the scene of 
the crime, and held a Coroner's in- 
quest. In the course of the examin- 
ation blood was discovered on the 
floor, and other evidences werefound 
sho'wing that the man was murdered 
in his own house. The jury brought 
in n verdict charging Mrs, Norton 
and Jack Cotton with the murder of 
her husband. 
The murderers left 


on the steamer Ancon, on the 27th of 
May, for San Francisco. 
While on 


the steamer, Cotton acted very bru- 
tally to one of the children belonging 
to the mnrdered man, nnd the passen- 
gers interfered and threatened to 
throw him overboard. 
On arriving 


in San Francisco they registered at 
the Lick House as Jack Cotton and 
family, and on the 5th they left San 
Francisco for Stockton, and there 
registered themselves at the Grand 
Hotel under the same name. It is 
supposed by some that he has mnr- 
dered the children in order to destroy 
all clew to his whereabouts. 
While 


at Los Angeles, and a short time 
after the murder, they registered as 
Jack Shepherd and family. Twenty 
years ago Cotton sailed on a vessel 
on this coast, engaged in smuggling. 
He then went by the name of Jack 
Coektnan, which is supposed to be

San Diego harbor, in order to elude 
capture he ran his vessel ashore and 
escaped with his family.
